Gov. Norman J. Colman. of St. 


Louis, J. F. Groves, of Corder, and 


N . H. Gentry, of Sedalia, a com­ 


mittee from the state board of agri­ 


culture appointed to visit the site 


for the state fair grounds and make 
such recommendations lo the board 
as they deemed advisable at 
the 


or unimproved 
land and a cash 
bonus of sufficient amount to put 
the land in good condition. 
The 
selection of Sedalia leaves the fair 
in a rather bad plight. 
The board 
of agriculture still has the matter 
in charge, however, and the ques­ 
tion of 
location 
cannot be con­ 
sidered entirely settled until the 
deed to Sedalia’s land is turned 
over to them. 
“ Strange to 
say 
Sedalia, 
the 
most populous and wealthy com­ 
petitor, was the only city offering 
unimproved land and offering no 
funds with which to 
make 
im­ 
provements. 
The management is 
hence confronted by a problem, the 
the solution of which will require 
their best energy and thought. 
“ Improvements absolutely neces­ 
sary to the initial operation of the 
fair, though temporary in charac­ 
ter, 
will 
cost 
at least 
$20,000. 
Should 
the money derived from 
the breeders’ bill be used for this 
equipment nothing will be avail­ 
able for premiums except gate re­ 
ceipts and what may be derived 
from the sale of privileges.

Gov. Colmnn left for St. Louis 
at 12 :45 p. m. and Mr. Groves at 
3 p. in., but Mr. Gentry remained 
here and spoke for the committee. 
“ W e went out to look over tlie 
i6 e acres donated by Sedalia for a 
fait grounds and see if we would 
need the entire tract for fair pur­ 
poses. 
A fter investigation we de­ 
cided that not to exceed 135 acres 
would be 
required, 
so 
we will 
have 25 acres of 
ground, 
easily 
worth $125 an acre, to dispose of, 
the proceeds to be used for state 
fair purposes. 
“ There has been some talk in 
the newspapers north of the river 
that the 
board was not satisfied 
with the location of the fUr at S e ­ 
dalia, but you can say 
at there 
is no foundation for the statement. 
The committee that examined the 
grounds today is perfectly satisfied 
with the site and ail talk of the 
matter being re-opened is wholly 
without foundation. 
“ Mr. J. R . R ip p ey, secretary of 
the state board of agriculture, had 
an interview in the St. Louis pa­ 
pers on Sunday in which he inti­ 
mated that the matter of location 
might be reopened, as Sedalia had 
not given a dollar to put the fair 
grounds in shape, but he had no 
authority for saying anything of 


the kind. 
“ The fact is, Mr. R ip p ey is not 
even a member of the board, and 
hence has no vote on anything that 
comes before it. 
H e is merely a 
hired secretary, and the throe mem- 
berfe of the board who met .lere to­ 
day think 
he took 
considerable 
responsibility upon himself if he 
was correctly quoted in the inter­ 
view sent out from Columbia Sat­ 
urday night and published in the 
Kansas C ity and St. Louis papers 


Sunday. 
“ Mr. R ip p ey wanted the fair lo­ 
cated at Moberly, I understand, 
and if not there, then at some other 
point north of the river. 
He was 
never in favor of Sedalia, but after 
this city was selected by a majority 
vote of the board, it was not ex­ 
pected that the secretary, who is 
merely an employe of »the board, 
would rush into print with a criti­ 
cism of his employers.” 
T he alleged interview with Sec­ 
retary R ip p ey, which called forth 
the above criticism, follows : 
“ The question of location of the 
Missouri state fair is still in an in­ 
teresting state. 
The state board of 
agriculture has selected Sedalia as 
the site for the fair. 
Sedalia’s bid 
was only 160 acres of unimproved 
land. 
“ A ll the other contestants either 
offered improved fair ground land 


induce the best 
breeders 
of the 
state to attend, much less those of 
other states. 
“ A n exhibition of the local pro­ 
ducts and second-class stock would 
not satisfy visitors, stimulate en­ 
thusiasm amongst improved breed­ 
ers, command the support of the 
industrial 
classes, nor the confi­ 
dence of the general public. 
Even 
if the premiums offered were based 
upon a conservative estimate of the 
gate receipts, two or three days of 
unfavorable w^eather would in all 
probability so reduce receipts as to 
leave the management in debt and 
bring it into disrepute upon the 
threshold of its existence. 
“ Failure will be a deathknell to 
a state fair project. 
Success even 
though 
moderate 
at 
the 
start 
will 
assure 
appropriations 
com­ 
mensurate with 
the 
agricultural 
interests of the state and the build­ 
ing of a fair for the development 
of a live stock interest,unsurpassed 
by any state or people on earth. 
“ The funds derived from the 
breeders’ bill should be used for 
premiums such as will assure 
a 
grand display of the products of 
the state and an exhibition of live 
stock such as will be creditable 
even to Missouri, the breeding nur­ 
sery of the world. 
But the mem­ 
bers of the board of agriculture are 
capable and conservative business 
men, and from them we may ex­ 
pect an answer to the responsibil­ 
ity which they are charged that 
will be satisfactory to the interests 
concerned.”

found the canvas in an old curiosity 
shop at liheims and got its possession 
in exchange for tw^o Louis XV. arm­ 
chairs and a coííer of the sixteenth 
century .

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THE FIRST PHONOGRAPH. 


Wa s Ma de fo r Ediso n by Jo hn Kruesi, 
One o f His Assista nts. 


> 


T he man who made the first phono­ 
graph was b uried at Schenectady on 
Feb ruary 25. 
H e was one of the lit­ 
tle b and of men who worked with 
Thomas A. Edison at Menlo Park and 
through who.-e skill and faithful as­ 
sistance were developed the many in- 
veaations- which gave to Edison the 
name of ‘‘the Wizard.'’ 
It was in 
those day? that Edison used to b ecome 
ab sorb ed in the development of an 
idea, work at it without rest or sleep 
for two or three days and nights and 
keep all those ab out him b usy at the 
same time. 
H e would call an organ 
grinder from the street* to keep his 
men áwake or would resoii: to some 
other such device, and 
when 
the 
strain was finally over charter a b oat 
and take all hands down the b ay on 
a fiHiing excursioñ . xVmong the most 
tireless of the men ab out “ the Wiz­ 
ard” ab out that time was John Krue^i, 
’the m an who made the-iirst iJiono- 
graph. The idea had cometo Mr. led- 
ison as an inspiration a few days b e­ 
fore while he was experimenting with 
a telephone disk. 
The di^k was not 
inclosed, and there was a sharp-point- 
e-d. pin on the b ack of it. As 
r. Edi­ 
son spoke against the face uf the disk 
its vib ration.?, drove the pin into 
finger. 
'T f the disk has power enough to 
prick my finger,” thought the Wiz­ 
ard, 
lias power enough to make a 
record which can b e reproduced.” 
A few days later nir called Kruesi 
to him, and,^ putting into his hands a 
rough sketch of the phonograph, ex­ 
plained what the thin g was to do and 
told him to make it. I t was a roll ma­ 
chine, the roll covered with tinfoil 
to take the record. 
Krue.?i 
made 
the machine and 
b rought it to Mr. Edison. Edison set 
it going and spoke into i t : 
Ma ry ha d a little la mb. 
Its fleece wa s white a s sno w, 
And ev ery where tha t Ma ry went 
The la mb wa s sure to go . 
T hen he started it to repeat his 
words, expecting at the b est b . 
a 
hoarse m urm ur in answer. H e was al­ 
most awed when he heard his words 
actually repeated in d e a r tones b y the 
nttle machine. T hat m achin‘As now 
in the y^tent museum at South K en ­ 
sington. 
Mr. Kruesi remained with Edison 
and b ecame one y i his partners in the 
devc-lopnient of the electric light, and 
in 1886, when the Edison machine 
works were removed to- Schenectady, 
he went there as 
assistant 
general 
manager under Mr. Samucd Insall. In 
189 2, when the General Electric com­ 
pany was formed and the whole plant 
of the great comb ination 'wa.? coufsoli- 
dated, ^Ir. Kruesi b ecame 
general 
m anager of the works. 
It w’as under 
his supervision that the Schenectady 
works, the largest and most complete 
of their kind in the world, were de­ 
signed and luiilt. 
A t the tim e of his 
death 'Mr. Kruesi was the chief^me- 
chanical engineer of the General Elec­ 
tric companv. Of the original Edison 
b and of workers only three were al.)- 
sent from the funeral. 
These were 
T. C. i^Iartin, editor of tlie Klcdrical 
Engineer; L u ther Stieringer and E. 
II. Johnson, all of whom were u n ­ 
avoidab ly detained elsew'liere. ^ 
IMr. Kruesi was a native of Switzer- 
k n d and wa« s b orn in 1813. He came 
to thi.? country in 18T0 and went to 
work for the Singer Sewing :Machim 
companv at l^lizab cth})ort. In » lune, 
\ 18T2, while Edison was nuiixing gold 
' and stock exchange telegraph instru­ 
ments in a Xewark 
shop, 
Kriie>i 
joined him and w*as one of the first 
of his workmen to b e transferred from 
commercial 
to 
experimental work 
when Iklison got money enough to 
open a shop for the development of 
his ideas in 1815. 
T ha t shop was in 
Greene st5*cet, Xew^ark.

A London firm has applied to the 
Suez Canal company for authority to 
install on its lands at IVjrt Said and 
P ort Tewfik four reservoirs for pe­ 
troleum of 5,000 tons c^ach. The same 
firm has ob tained a grant of land at 
Borneo of 200 miles, containing im­ 
mense dej^osits of petroieum. Ihlcxen 
reservoir depots have b een estab iished 
b etween Borneo and Suez. 
Two tea­ 
sels with cargoes of petrolenin ha\e 
already passed through the caual and 
will act as transport tanks to supply 
the rc-servoirs, which will supply fuel 
to the ships.
